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1. Claims 1-56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The specification never discloses the I/O pad occupies less than its allocated pad 
area and a strip of deposited conductor located in an unoccupied part of its allocated 
pad area as claimed in claim 1. 

The specification never discloses the I/O pad of a second type occupying an area 
smaller than its allocated pad area as claimed in claim 10. 

The specification never discloses the data I/O pad occupies less than its allocated 
pad area and a strip of deposited conductor located in an unoccupied part of its 
allocated pad area as claimed in claim 22. 

The specification never discloses the multi-level voltage I/O pad occupies less than 
its allocated pad area and a strip of deposited conductor located in an unoccupied part 
of its allocated pad area as claimed in claim 28. 

The specification never discloses the data or multi-level voltage I/O pad occupies 
less than its allocated pad area and a strip of deposited conductor located in an 
unoccupied part of its allocated pad area as claimed in claim 34. 

The specification never discloses each I/O pad is configured to occupy less than the 
pad area allocated for it and a plurality of conductive strips each being formed in a 
designated one of the unoccupied pad areas as claimed in claim 53. 
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2. Claims 1-52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, lines 3-4, the phrase "each of the power supply I/O and I/O pads" is unclear 
whether it is being referred to "each of the power supply I/O pad and the I/O pad of a 
first type". 

Claim 1, lines 4-5, the phrase "the power supply I/O pad occupies its allocated pad 
area" is vague and indefinite. Is the power supply I/O pad occupies an allocated pad 
area? 

Claim 14, line 1, the phrase "the other strip" is unclear whether it is being referred to 
the strip in claim 10. 

Claim 22, lines 5-6, the phrase "the power supply I/O pad occupies its allocated pad 
area" is vague and indefinite. Is the power supply I/O pad occupies an allocated pad 
area? 

Claim 28, lines 5-6, the phrase "the power supply I/O pad occupies its allocated pad 
area" is vague and indefinite. Is the power supply I/O pad occupies an allocated pad 
area? 

Claim 34, lines 8-9, the phrase "each of the positive and negative power supply I/O 
pads occupies its allocated pad area" is vague and indefinite. Is each of the positive 
and negative power supply I/O pads occupies an allocated pad area? 

Claim 38, line 3, the phrase "a first and second layer" is unclear whether it is being 
referred to "a first layer and a second layer". 
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Claim 39, lines 1-2, the phrase "the first and second layers are the same layer" is 
unclear as to how the first and second layers are the same layer. 

Claim 43, line 2, the phrase "a fifth and sixth layer" is unclear whether it is being 
referred to "a fifth layer and a sixth layer". 

Since the positive power bus exists at the second lowest layer, it is unclear why 
claim 46 discloses the positive power bus exists at the third lowest layer. 

Since the positive power bus exists at the second lowest layer, it is unclear why 
claim 48 discloses the positive power bus exists at the fourth lowest layer.
